Talks on Burma 

Talks on Burma have been planned to be 
held in London at this time. Following. is a 
view of the recent history of that country: 

Burma_was seperated from India in 1937 
and was governed under the Government 
of Burma Act of 1935 by a Governor with 
& Cabinet composed of a Premier and Min- 
isters—all Burman, and a Senate and a 
House of Representatives elected on a fair- 
ly wide franchise, The Government was on 
the United Kingdom model, the cabinet 
being dependent on the Legislature. The 
ministers ‘had complete control of all mat- 
ters affecting internal“administration in 
Burma proper, subject to certain  safe- 
guards which the Governor could exercise 
in emergency. Defence, External Affairs and 
monetary policy were in the personal con- 
trol of the Governor and not subject to the 
Legislature, though they could be discussed 
there. The “Scheduled” or Frontier Areas 
were outside the purview of the Ministers 
and Legislature. 

During the five years from 1937 to the 
Japanese invasion in 1942, the Burman 
ministers discharged their responsibilities 
with considerable success, A large number 
of measures were passed, notably a series 
of Agrarian Bills, the country’s finances 
were conducted on sound lines, and keen 
interest was shown in educational and 
health developments. 

The constitution, under the 1935 Act, 
admittedly did not satisfy Burman politi- 
cal aspirations, all political parties being 
united in desiring further constitutional 
advance. But the demand for self-govern- 
ment was in the main put forward in a le- 
gtiimate constitutional manner. ’ 

On January Ist, 1944, the Supreme Al- 
j lied Commander for Southeast Asia assum- 
' ed responsibility for all areas of Burma. Mil- 


_ ‘itary Government ended and Civil Govern- 











‘ ment was restored in October 1945. 
But such was the havoc wrought by the 
\ Japanese occupation that it was utterly im- 
; practicable immediately to resume perlia- 
mentary government as under the 1935 
-. Act. It was first necessary to restore the ele- 
mentray conditions of civil life. 
_ Plans for the civil administration of Bur- 
ma during the transitional period in ac- 
‘cordance with the emergency provisions 
‘of the 1935 Act had already been laid and 


. {were set out in the White Paper of May 


} 1945. 
}. Soon after. the return of civil government 
‘to Burma in October 1945, the Governor, 
Sir Reginald Dorman Smith, set up an 
+Executive Council and at the end of 1945 a 
‘Legislative Council in accordance with the 
‘White Paper plan. 

. At that time the Anti-ascist People’s 
Freedom League (AFPFL), whose leader is 
‘Mr. U. Aung San, was virtually. the only 
'Burmest political party, representing as it 
did the disarmed. Burmese forces which 
turned on the-Japanese after: the fall of 
‘Mandalay. Dr. Ba’ Maw, Head of the state 
‘under the. Japanese, had fled to Japan and 
Mr. U. Sah, pre-invasion Premier, was in 
internment. 
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British Commonwealth, though the United 
Kingdom ‘Government were certain that 
it would be to Burma's interest to remain 
within. Fourthly, the coming elections 
should be for a Constituent Assembly. 

Mr. Attlee concluded, “It is the desire 
and intention of His Majesty’s Government 
to hasten forward the time when Burma 
shall realise her independence either. with- 
in or without the Commonwealth, but for 
the sake of the Burmese people it is of the 
utmost importance that this should be an 
ordériy though rapid process. It is to help 
the people of Burma in that progress that 
His Majesty’s Government have invited the 
Burmese leaders to come here for discus- 
sions.” 


Luxuries of Air Travel 

The latest aircraft put into service by 
the British Overseas Alrways affords an 
excellent example of luxury in modern air 
travel. In addition to the main cabin with 
its deep seats (convertible into bunks) there 
are promenade lounges providing ample 
room for movement, a cocktail bar, a lad- 
ies powder room, decorated in white and 
pink and a men’s’ dressing room in white 
and grey. The color:scheme is of blue and 
fawn grey and the walls are lined through- 
out with plastic leather cloth. Ceiling 
lights, operated by “bright”, “dim” and 
“off” switches are reinforced by individual 
lamps mounted on the back of each seat. 
The seats all facing forward have hinged 
flaps which let down to form a table or a 
book rest. The window curtains are of cream 
nylon embroidered with designs in blue, 
gold and grey. As a finishing touch the lin- 
ing cloth has been specially tested for its 
capacity to keep out strong moonlight 
which might otherwise keep passengers 
awake.

Unemployed And 
More Jobs Open 


Ottawa, Jan. 20 (CP)—Despite 
@ seasonal decline in employment 
during December, fewer persons 
were unemployed and more jobs 
were open at the start of 1947 
than a year ago, the Labor De- 
partment reports. 

The department's monthly sur- 
vey of the manpower situation 
shows that unfilled vacancies at 
Jan. 1 stood at 90,000 compared 
with 80,000 a year ago, while 
the total number of unplaced 
aplicants for jobs was 165,000— 
a drop of 26,000,

WILL BE ALLOWED 


Free Lunches Can Also be 
Served With Beer if Man- 
agement Desires

Toronto, Jan, 21 — (CP) — 
There's nothing to prevent stand- 
up drinking at cocktail bars and 
free lunches with beer under On- 
tario’s new cocktail bar law. 

The Ontario Liquor Control 
Board made this clear yesterday 
as William Griesinger, chairman 
of the Board, and Judge T. S. 
Robb, chairman of the Liquor Li- 
cence Board, answered a two- 
hour barrage of questions at the 
annual meeting of the Hotel As- 
sociation of Ontario. 

They made these points: 

1, Drinkers would be allowed to 
stand up to bars in cocktail loung- 
es to drink. No one had to sit 
down to imbibe except those in 
hotel dining rooms. 

2. “In a very short time” bev- 
erage rooms (beer rooms or pub- 
lic houses) would be authorized 
to purvey light meals. When one 
hotelman asked if free lunches 
could be given, Juage Robb re- 
plied: “If you want to give the 
food away, that's all right with 
us.” 
3. Municipal councils were pow- 
erless under the law to order the 
early closing of public houses 
All licences must remain open 
until midnight. 

4. It will probably be five years 
before those who like imported 
Scotch whisky will be able to buy 
more than one bottle a month of 
it. 

5. The home consumer would 
get the preference over the hotels 
in supplies of bottled beer. Ho- 
tels would have enough draft 
beer*but bottled supplies would 
have to be apportioned. 

Efrlier the convention was told 
by Attorney - General Lesile 
Blackwell that there “is not a 
corporal's guard of out-and-out 
prohibitionists” In the province. 
He declared the government's 
policy with relation to liquor and 
beer was one of control but thal 
control did not necessarily mean 
restrictions.

U.S. Has Rejected 
Russian Request 
To Give up Alekseen 


Washington, Jan. 21 (AP).—The 
United States has rejected Soviet 
Russia's request to surrender Ky- 
rill Alekseev, former Soviet trade 
official who criticized “dict&tor- 
ship” in his homeland. The /Rus- 
sians are seeking his arrest in this 
country. 

The State Department announc- 
ed today that the rejection, hand- 
ed to the Soviet Embassy yester- 
day, was based on the absence of 
an extradition treaty bet 
Russia and the United States. 

The Russians said he is a for- 
mer employee of their, embassy 
in Mexico City and charged him’ 
with embezzlement. 

Because of this and the absence 
of an extradition treaty the gov- 
ernment lacked power to surren- 
der Alekseev. 

The Russian’s criticism of his 
home government was contained 
in a statement issued recently by 
his lawyer in New York. 

In asking Alekseev's surrender 
Jan. 4, the Russian: Embassy as- 
serted that he had embezzled 
state funds when he was an em- 
ployee on the trade section of the 
Soviet Embassy in Mexico City, 
and was wanted for trial on this 
charge.

The youth, member of a special 
rigging crew employed by the 
Hydro Electric Power Commis- 
sion of Ontario to unload the 
huge transformers, was sweeping 
snow from the transformer on 
the flat car when the yard cngine 
struck the stopped flat cars, up- 
setting the transformer, which 
inned Latta to the car. 

William Hindley ‘estimated the 
speed of the yard engine at be- 
tween 20 and 30 miles an hour. § 
William Barry, construction fore- | 
man, said that Latta and George 
MacNeill, another Nova’ Scotian, 
were detailed to prepare the 
transformers for unloading from 
the cars. 

“The two flat cars were sitting 
in a siding protected, we thought, 
by a closed switch,” he. said. “The 
yard engine had gone into the 
mine itself and was returning at 
a fast clip but instead of going by 
it entered the siding and smashed 
into the two cars. 

“Force of the impact threw 
MacNeill clear but Latta was not 
so unfortunate.” ' 

Mr. Barry said’ constriction 
crews went immediately into 
action using hydraulic jacks to 
lift the 35-ton weight from the 
lower part of the youth's body. 
“It took about 20 minutes to free 
him,” he said.

Do moths eat clothes? 

Adult moths or “millers” do not 
eat clothes. Persons unfamiliar 
with the life cycle of the clothes 
moth see the adults flying about 
or resting on garments and get 
the impression that the millers 
themselves do the damage di- 
rectly. 

The mouths and stomachs of 
adult moths are not adapted to 
cating and digesting fabric ma- 
terials, Their life span is very 
brief, usually only a few weeks. 
Some species feed on the nectar 
of flowers, while others have 
such imperfectly formed mouths 
and stomachs that they are pro- 
vided with a food supply suffi- 
clent to live their short lives and 
perform their reproductive func- 
tons without eating at all. 

Adult moths are called millers 
from the fact that the wings and 
body of many small light-col- 
species are covered with 
flour-like scales, suggeating the 
clothes of old-fashioned millers 
covered with flour dust. 

There are some 6,000 species of 
moths in America alone. The 
most destructive are the cutworm, 
coddling, gypsy and clothes moths. 
People are so much In the habit 
of referring to the larvae of these 
i} as “moths” and to “moth- 
caten garments” that the larvae 
of the carpet beetle, which at- 
tacks the same type of fabrics, are 
called “buffalo moths.” 

The common clothes moth was 
not native to America but was

Monetary experts 
say Ruth's real earnings on that 
wage would be about the equiva- 
lent of a $150,000 salary today. 

Besides the Babe made , for- 
tune on movies, barnstorming, 
ghosted articles, endorsements 
and so on. 

Feller, too, has a good eye to- 
wards the dollar and has picked 
up his share in extra-curricular 
events.

Meurant, now in Douai prison 
awaiting trial in April, was said 
by police to have confessed to 
having been a secret agent for a 
foreign power but to have flatly 
denied murdering the countess, 
the newspaper said.

Dartmouth, N.S., Jan. 23 (CP) 
— Dartmouth residents will see 
an unfamiliar sight late this 
month if the dreams of a small 
group of air-minded young men 
and women come true. 

The Gull Gliding Club of Dart- 
mouth hopes to have its first 
glider in the air soon. It will be 
the only glider seen here for 
some time and the club prob- 
ably is the only one of its type 
east of Montreal.
